
Congress May Readjust
the Liquor Laws

Judge Morrow advocates a change in
the criminal proceedure of the federal
courts The California judge advocat ¬

es making the offense of selling liquor
to an Indian a misdemeanor As It
now stands the offense is a felony and
all of the cases which come up in the
state of Arizona have to come before
the United States district court for
disposition This term of court is the
best evidence as to the cumbersome
ness of the present plan The docket
is heavier than ever before and the
greater proportion of the cases before
the court are for selling liquor to
Indians

The court when asked this morning
if it were not possible under the pres
ent laws to deal with the Indian in
the same fashion as the seller of the
liquor aside tlio matter had been
brought to the circuit court of appeals
from Alaska and it was found that the
Indian under the present laws could
not be held for buying liquor

A way out of the matter would be to
lat the United States commissioners
handle the liquor cases in exactly the
same manner as do the justices of the
peace in the state courts The com-

missioner
¬

could sit in misdemeanor
cases and receive pleas from offenders
and even conduct a trial jury of the
offenders This would eliminate the
tendency of the Indians to secure a
vacation in Phoenix at the time of the
federal court by inducing some ignor
ant person to sell them liquor by ap ¬

pearing before the federal court as
witnesses If these cases could be
tried and disposed of by commissioners
ground for a vacation at the expense
of the government and of some un-
